Work to repair a 
second sinkhole

The second sinkhole in 
just over a month has 
opened up in 
Northampton town 
centre. 

This time a small hole, 
measuring about two foot 
wide and four foot deep, 
has appeared in the 
pavement behind BBC 
Radio Northampton, on 
Lower Mounts. 

It was first spotted on 
Saturday afternoon, and 
the area was quickly 
sealed off by police while 
workers from Anglia 
Water arrived to 
determine the cause. 


A spokesperson later 
told the radio station that 
it was most likely an 
underground leak which 
caused the sinkhole, 
adding that the recent 
demolition of the 
Greyfriars bus station 
was not the cause. 

The spokesman said: 
“With the amount of 
infrastructure we have 
underground it’s often 
quite difficult to say what 
may have been the exact 
cause, but we are fairly 
confident with this one 
that water running from a 
leak has undermined the 
road surface causing the 
road to dip and the hole 
to be created. 


“While having an 
impact it does mean the 
positive side is now the 
leak’s repaired, and once 
we do fill the hole back in, 
there is a very minimal 
risk of something like this 
happening again in that 
area.” 

The water company’s 
work to repair the leak 
and retarmac the 
pavement was expected 
to be completed by yes¬ 
terday. 

This sinkhole comes 
just six weeks after a 
much larger hole opened 
up in the road on Earl 
Street. It was never 
established what caused 
the hole.

Revolutions on two wheels 


A bike recycling scheme has been 
launched in Northampton, H&P. 
Editor Steve Scoles went along to 
join the celebrations... 


More than 100 cyclists gathered to 
celebrate the launch of the Cycle 
Recycle scheme on Northampton’s 
Racecourse. 

Along with the Big Bike Revival it 
aims to get more people on two 
wheels when they travel to work. 

A workshop has been set up at the 
pavilion supported by the Umbrella 
Fair Organisation, where old bikes 
donated by the public are made 
roadworthy and resold at rock bot¬ 
tom prices. 

A marquee with music and food 
was set up outside the pavilion and 
the Critical Mass group staged a ride 
to mark the occasion and I joined 
them. 



You might think that a slow mov¬ 
ing peloton of cyclists reminding car 
drivers that they cannot have the 
roads all to themselves would be a 
recipe for trouble. 

But the first thing you notice when 
you join a Critical Mass ride is the 
overwhelmingly friendly reaction it 
gets along the way. 

Pedestrians have got their phones 
out taking pictures and drivers hoot 
and wave as you pass by. 

The other thing you notice is the 
wide variety of cyclists taking part. 

There are those with all the kit and 
there are those whose bikes look like 
a crime against science. 

There are dreadlocks, kagools, 
piercings and shopping baskets. 
Everyone with a bell rings it like 
crazy. 

Up front was Reg Pollard of 
SUSTRANS and someone in a honey 
monster costume. 

They were followed by penny far¬ 
things, choppers, Bromptons, low 
slung bikes that looked like acoustic 
Harley Davidsons, a magnificent 
trike, an excellent tandem and then 
a host of other less spectacular 



machines (including my fold-up 
mountain bike). 

We got to the White Elephant traf¬ 
fic lights and Reg called back: “We’re 
going through on red. Pass it on.” 

Wow, I thought, going through on 
red. Power to the pedallers. 

The point was keeping the whole 
group together at a nice steady pace 
(which is the safest and sanest way 
to run the ride) but it still felt a little 
revolutionary. 

We swung right into Abington with 
ride stewards swooping into posi¬ 
tion to block off junctions, allowing 
the rest of us to pass by smoothly. 

Time and time again the motorists 
we encountered were waving and 
hooting their approval. 

The one exception came when we 
reached Park Avenue and a driver 
attempted to overtake everyone - 
about a dozen cars worth in distance 
- on the wrong side of the road. 
Some little hatchback roared past in 


a low gear and came face to face with 
a bewildered and alarmed lady 
motorist coming the other way. 

There could have been a very stu¬ 
pid road accident. No matter how 
annoying it is to sit behind a bunch 
of cyclists for a couple of minutes on 
a sunny Friday evening it is not 
THAT annoying. Whoever it was 
behind the wheel pretty much 
proved the point that there are driv¬ 
ers who take moronic risks around 
cyclists. There is still educating to be 
done. Speed is not, after all, just 
about going fast - it is about going 
fast at the right time. 

We wound up at All Saints where 
the whole group was invited to pose 
for photographs with bikes held tri¬ 
umphantly aloft and then returned 
to the Racecourse pavilion byway of 
Kettering Road. 

They are a friendly bunch to be 
with and I don’t doubt I’ll be out on 
another ride with them before long.

A43 bypass plan 
set for approval

A plan to divert the A43 near 
Northampton and make 1.6 
miles of it a dual carriageway 
is set to be agreed. 

No objections have been 
raised by highways bosses to 
the major A43 Moulton 
Bypass plan, which will see 
the road divert north of 
Round Spinney roundabout, 
running closer to the nearby 
industrial estate. 

The road would curve 
around behind the houses to 
the east of the existing A43 
before joining a new rounda¬ 
bout at the Overstone Road/ 


Overstone Lane junction. 

A new road linking to Sywell 
Lane would also be created 
from the new roundabout 
and, as part of the scheme, 
The Avenue and Overstone 
Lane would be closed to traf¬ 
fic. These roads would 
instead be used as pedestrian 
and cycle routes. 

This means all traffic wish¬ 
ing to cross the A43 
between Moulton and 
Overstone would 
have to use this 
roundabout. 

To the north of the 
new roundabout, the 
existing stretch of the 
A43 would then be 


dualled for approximately a 
further 900m up to a new 
roundabout. 

Steven Boyes, Northampton 
Borough Council’s head of 
regeneration, enterprise and 
planning, said: “It is consid¬ 
ered that the development 
could bring significant bene¬ 
fits to users of the road and 
local residents and that this 
would accord with the 
relevant planning poli¬ 
cies and consequently, 
subject to no technical 
highway safety mat¬ 
ters being raised by 
the Local Highway 
Authority no objections 
should be raised.”

Northants Football Association 
has released figures showing 
the rising figure of women 
involved. 79 county clubs have 
female club secretaries, 46 per 
cent of 167 welfare officers are 
women, and female referees 
have doubled to 15. 


Nandos worker walks 70 miles for charity

“Now I plan to walk to 
Wales or France.” 

Emmanuel has so far 
raised £1,700 for his three 
charities - Peace Child 
International, Cynthia

Murder charges 
after jail death

Police have charged two 
men with murder after a 
prisoner from Northants 
was found dead in his 
cell at HMP Long Lartin 
in Worcestershire. 

The 25-year-old inmate, 
John York, of 
Irthlingborough ( pic¬ 
tured ) was serving a life 
sentence for murder and 
was found seriously 
injured in a cell at the 
Midland jail on Sunday 
night. 

West Mercia Police 
launched the murder 
investigation after York 
was pronounced dead by 
paramedics at approxi¬ 
mately 5pm after an 



alleged encounter with 
two other prisoners. 

Yesterday, West Mercia 
Police charged two men 
- Russell Anthony Oliver, 
46 and Stephen 
Boorman, 30 - in connec¬ 
tion with Mr York’s 
murder. 

Detective Inspector 
Mark Bellamy, who is 


leading the investiga¬ 
tion, said the day before 
the men were charged: 
“We are currently work¬ 
ing to ascertain the exact 
circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the death of Mr 
John York and our priori¬ 
ty is to ensure those 
responsible are brought 
to swift justice. 

“I would like to take 
this opportunity to pass 
my condolences to the 
victim’s family at what 
must be a very difficult 
time.” 

York was one of three 
people jailed for life in 
March 2013 for the mur¬ 
der of grandfather Glenn 
Clary, 60, who was tied 
up and beaten to death in 
an attack in August 2012.

Man is wanted for 
sex attack on girl

A computer-generated image of a man want¬ 
ed for a serious sexual assault on a 14-year- 
old girl in Northampton has been released by 
officers investigating the case. 

The girl was attacked in an alleyway between 
Lings Way and East Butterfield Court in 
Goldings at about 9.15pm last Thursday. 

Since the attack, patrols in the area have 
been increased and a computerised e-fit 
image of the attacker has now been released. 

Detective Chief Inspector Martin Kinchin, 
who is leading the investigation, has urged 


members of the public to contact the force if 
they recognise the man. 

The attacker is white, stocky, about 5ft lin 
and in his 30s. He has short shaven hair, a 
round, red face and a large nose. 

At the time of the attack, he was wearing a 
grey hooded tracksuit top, dark coloured bot¬ 
toms and dark trainers. He spoke with an 
eastern European accent. 

In light of the attack, DCI Kinchin urged 
residents to take sensible precautions when 
out alone in the area, but emphasised that 
such attacks were rare. 

He said: “I must stress, this is a rare type of 
offence in Northamptonshire and our aim is 
to catch this person as soon as possible.” 


No Cyril Smith witnesses found 


Northamptonshire Police say 
‘no witnesses’ have yet been 
found to back-up allegations 
the late MP Cyril Smith was 
found with child abuse imag¬ 
es in his car boot. 

The police force has 

released a statement follow¬ 
ing the allegations, which 
claim the Liberal MP, who 
died in 2010, was stopped on 
the Ml in Northamptonshire 
during the 1980s. 

The claims, which were 

published in a new book, 

allege that Mr Smith was 

then released after making a 
telephone call to an uniden¬ 
tified third party in London. 

In a statement reassuring 


the public of the ‘complete 
transparency’ in the investi¬ 
gation, assistant Chief 
Constable Ivan Balhatchet 
said: “On behalf of 

Northamp-tonshire Police, I 
would like to reassure every¬ 
one there is complete trans¬ 
parency in the investigation 
into the allegations that Cyril 
Smith was stopped in 
Northamptonshire with 
indecent images of children 
in the early 1980s. 

“A thorough and far-reach¬ 
ing investigation by the 
Force’s Cold Case Team 
is continuing and we have 
been working with other 
forces involved in the 


wider investigation.” 

Chief officers have been 
interviewed but he said: “As 
yet, no witnesses have been 
found in relation to these 
allegations, however, we are 
continuing to search our 
archives and have widened 
the scope of our witness 
search, which includes con¬ 
tacting the people who were 
chief officers at the time. 

“The investigation will con¬ 
tinue until ah reasonable 
lines of enquiry have been 
exhausted and the public can 
be assured that further 
updates will be provided as 
soon as we are in a position to 
do so.”

In March 1643, Rock¬ 
ingham Castle was cap¬ 
tured by Parlia¬ 
mentarian general 
Thomas, Lord Grey of 
Groby, during a raid on 
the north of the county, 
which swept through 
Market Harborough and 
Oundle. He immediately 
set about strengthening 
its defences and adding 
cannon. 

With the increasing 
threat from Royalist 
raids, in May 1643 the 
Parliament authorities 
ordered that every 
household in North¬ 
ampton provided one 
man every afternoon to 
build fortifications 
around the northern 
edge of the town. 

This included a num¬ 
ber of gun emplace¬ 
ments known as mounts. 
And, it is from these 
which were built along 
the old town wall that 
‘the Mounts’ gets its 
name today. A gunpow¬ 
der mill was also built to 
the south, outside the 
town walls, where 
Morrisons now stand. 

Also in May, a raid led 
by Royalist Henry 
Hastings, soon to be 1st 
Baron Loughborough, 
went through Welling¬ 
borough and Kettering 
and to the walls of 
Rockingham, disarming 
‘malignants’ as they 
went, before being driv¬ 
en off. Another attack on 
Rockingham in June 
again failed to take the 
castle but succeeded in 


taking 1,000 cattle, 
sheep and horses from 
the forest. Those ani¬ 
mals that could be 
proved to be from local 
residents were returned 
to their owners. Royalist 
parties from Belvoir and 
the garrison at Newark 
harried east Northants 
in April to late July 1643, 
before being stopped by 
Oliver Cromwell’s caval¬ 


ry. 

Parliamentarian pam¬ 
phlets also reported psy¬ 
chological warfare by 
the Earl of Northampton 
who loaded up wounded 
parliamentarians in 
carts and left them in ‘ill 
affected parts and vil¬ 
lages’ of Northampton¬ 
shire in the spring of 
1643. 


The Royalists were not 
having it all their way as 
Rockingham Castle also 
served as a base for raids 
into Royalist territory in 
Leicestershire and 
Rutland. When a 
Royalist party attempt¬ 
ed to recruit in Crick in 
early June 1643, they 
were caught by 
Parliamentarian forces, 
and a number of officers 
were taken prisoner to 
Northampton.

A deaf Northampton actor 
has starred in an eye-open¬ 
ing NSPCC film about the 
realities of sexual abuse to 
deaf children. 

Alex Nowak, 22, has played 
a part in a seven-minute 
short film called The 
Underwear Rule, which aims 
to help protect deaf children 
from abuse. 

The video, which is deliv¬ 
ered using British Sign 
Language and subtitles, 
shows Alex acting the part of 
a youth worker, who is seen at 
a deaf club giving a seven- 
year-old girl a lollipop. 

The worker then asks the 
girl if she wants some more - 
which she replies to with a

yes. But at this point, the 
worker then asks to see the 
girl’s bottom, and promises 
to keep it a secret. 

Remembering the advice 
her father gave to her a few 
days before, where she was 
warned not to show her pri¬ 
vate parts to a stranger, the 
girl says no and then tells her 
dad what happened. 

“The film covers a very 
important topic - it shows 
how deaf children can be eas¬ 
ily exposed to abuse,” Alex 
said. “The video also shows 
how it can be prevented. 

“Due to communication 
breakdown among vulnera¬ 
ble deaf children, this can 
lead to high risk of abuse. 
Therefore the Underwear 
Rule film is so important to 
show young deaf people.”

Honda Civic 

Take a look inside ... 


The Honda Civic has come in 
for a much-needed once-over, 
getting restyling at the front 
and the rear, while the interior 
gets higher quality fitments and 
a 7-inch Honda Connect touch 
screen. There’s a sport trim 
level inserted into the range to 
bridge the gap to the turbo¬ 
charged "lype-R range-topper. 

Let’s make note that there 
are some things about the Civic 
that are really, really good. The 
1.6-litre diesel engine is a case 
in point. I don’t think there’s a 
better diesel in the whole 
supermini sector and it contin¬ 
ues in this car, developing 120PS, 
which is about the sweet spot 
in this market sector. Smooth, 
lightweight, economical, tracta¬ 
ble, this is a gem of an engine. 
There’s also an entry-level 1.4-li- 
tre petrol engine on offer. 

The underpinnings carry on 
largely unchanged. Which means 
a torsion bar rear end. Yes, I 
know that the Civic used to 
sport a multi-link rear end, but 
it pays to take a pragmatic view. 
The last lype-R was no shoddy 
handler and neither is the 
Renaultsport Megane, another 
proponent of the torsion bar 
rear end. There have been a 


few exterior design tweaks to 
both the Civic hatch and the 
Civic Tourer estate. Gone is the 
weirdly modern yet somewhat 
bland face and in comes revised 
headlight units with integrated 
daytime running lights and a 
more rakish front bumper 
assembly. The Civic hatchback 
also features a slicker design for 
the rear bumper, side skirts, a 
rear spoiler finished in black, 
plus LED rear lamps. The sum 
total of these changes is that the 
car now looks a lot more like an 
older eighth generation Civic. 
Retrograde? Not really. That car 
was a little peach. 

Think of this update as doing a 
lot with not much. The Honda 
Civic was one of those 
unfortunate cars that was so 
nearly right, but just needed a bit 
of spit and polish to come good. 
It just received the requisite 
burnishing. While it’s probably 
still not going to threaten the 
Volkswagen Golf and Ford Focus 
for class honours, it’s now a 
car that looks a lot classier and 
which features more quality 
indoors. In other words, your 
friends won’t look at you and 
wonder what came over you if 
you arrive home with one.

Last over anguish means 
county still lack T20 win

Northamptonshire Steelbacks 
seamer Muhammad Azharullah 
was left to reflect on a cruel final 
over off his bowling in his side's 
five-wicket defeat to the 
Birmingham Bears in the 
NatWest T20 Blast on Friday. 

Holders Birmingham required 
nine runs off the final six deliver¬ 
ies of the match in order to chase 
down the Steelbacks’ 146-7 and 
Azharullah, who bowled well in 
taking 3-31, was the man trusted 
with the ball. 

The 31-year-old Pakistani had 
played a large part in taking the 
game to the wire but sent down 
two wides, the first of which 
looked extremely harsh. 

To add insult to injury, the Bears’ 
winning runs came in the shape of 
four byes off the final ball as it 
squirted past wicketkeeper Adam 
Rossington, who was standing up 
to the stumps. 

“I spoke with the umpire about 
the first wide and he said it was a 
judgement call and I can’t really 
argue with his decision,” said 
Azharullah. 

“It’s just one of those things and 
what you do is compose yourself, 
come back and work hard. 

“At the end I bowled one loose 
ball where I went for a wide Yorker 
but it didn’t go there, it fell short 
although Rob Keogh did well field¬ 
ing and we got a run out. 

“We had a discussion before the 
last ball and everything looked to 
be going according to plan, but the 
ball just went through - everyone 
just missed it. 



“In the end, though, it was just a 
good game of cricket.” 

A batting collapse late in the 
Steelbacks’ innings that saw them 
slide from 124-4 to 126-7 in the 
end proved to be costly as they 
failed to build on Richard Levi’s 58 
at the top of the order. 

Although they pushed 
Birmingham all the way, this was 
still their second defeat from two 
in T20 competition even if this 
was a much better showing than 
at Durham first time out. 

Azharullah said: “I think the 


batsmen felt they fell a bit short 
because we were looking for about 
160-170 as a par score. 

“We lost our way towards the end 
and we got about 45 in the last six 
overs where we needed to keep 
wickets in hand and unfortunate¬ 
ly that didn’t happen.” 

For Azharullah, who was the top 
wicket-taker in the competition 
with 27 to help Northants lift the 
Friends Life T20 title in 2013, this 
was a decent return to this format 
after he was left out of their previ¬ 
ous game. 


He said: “I got dropped because I 
didn’t do well last year so I needed 
some wickets and some confi¬ 
dence. 

“Obviously the last over didn’t go 
according to plan, but I’ll work 
hard and I’ll try to get myself back 
to where I was in 2013.” 

Steelbacks captain Alex Wakely 
said the contest was a ‘very good 
game of cricket’. 

“We were probably 20 runs short 
and their two best bowlers 
knocked us back a bit after the 
powerplay,” he said. 

“They pulled it back, we scored a 
run a ball in the middle of the 
innings and we couldn’t get any at 
the end. We put a great effort in to 
defend it but this game is about 
small margins. 

“If every game ended like that, 
you’d be a happy spectator but I’m 
beginning to think that if you 
score 160 on this ground, you’ll 
win more than you lose.” 

Northamptonshire’s next match 
in the northern group of the T20 
Blast is tomorrow night (Friday) 
when Worcestershire will be the 
visitors to Wantage Road.

Rob Keogh was caught in Rory 
Smith’s first over to make it 33-5 
before Josh Cobb and Adam 
Rossington counter attacked effec¬ 
tively with some robust stroke play. 

Both passed 50 and then fell shortly 
afterwards with Cobb going for 54 
and Rossington being run out for 
exactly 50.

Hartley ‘devastated’ after 
England World Cup axing

Saints skipper Dylan Hartley said 
he was ‘devastated’ after his latest 
display of ill discipline saw him 
axed from England’s World Cup 
squad. 

The hooker was slapped with a 
four week ban after he admitted 
headbutting Saracens’ Jamie 
George and national team boss 
Stuart Lancaster responded by 
removing him from his 50-man 
training party. 

Hartley who missed the Lions’ 
tour to Australia after being sent 
off in the 2013 Premiership final, 
is now set to sit out another huge 
event with England hosting the 
World Cup later this year in 
September and October. 

His ban rules him out of his 
country’s warm-up fixtures and 
their tournament opener against 
Fiji at Twickenham to present 
obvious problems to Lancaster. 

“I am devastated with what has 
happened and the position I have 
put myself and the England team 


in,” said Hartley. “I would like to 
apologise to Jamie, Stuart, and my 
team mates both at Saints as well 
as England. 

“What happened is not accepta¬ 
ble and I understand why this 
decision has been made.” 

Hartley was not punished on the 
pitch for the headbutt in Saints’ 
Premiership semi-final defeat to 
Sarries but was cited afterwards 
and faced an RFU panel. 

There was minimal contact and 
George was not injured, but 
Hartley’s poor history of discipli¬ 
nary problems worked against 
him. He has now been banned for 
over a year of his career after a 
string of controversial incidents 
and in a further twist to the story 
George, also a hooker, has now 
been called up by England to take 
his place. 

“We are obviously very disap¬ 
pointed with the situation that 
Dylan has put himself in and 
where that leaves us as a squad,” 
said Lancaster. 

“I have spoken to him and he 
knows he has let himself and eve¬ 
ryone down. 

“If we selected him in the World 


Cup squad he would have played 
no competitive rugby at all and we 
would be left exposed with only 
two available hookers in what is a 
specialised position going into the 
Fiji game. 

“All it would take is one injury 
during the week of the Fiji game 
and we would only have one fit 
hooker in the squad for our crucial 
opening game and this would 
leave us massively exposed. 

“In addition, the regulations also 
clearly state that in our World Cup 
squad we must have sufficient 
cover that is suitably trained and 
experienced in the front row in 
case of injury. 

“This is clearly not the case if we 
begin the tournament with a sus¬ 
pended hooker and as such we 
have been left with no choice but 
to replace him. 

“It also goes without saying that 
we need all our players to be able 
to control their discipline and 
make good decisions under pres¬ 
sure, the World Cup will clearly 
require this, and Dylan has not 
clearly displayed this in this latest 
incident. 

“This is an area that he still 


needs to address.” 

Hartley’s red card in the 2013 
Premiership final, which was 
against Leicester Tigers, was for 
comments made to referee Wayne 
Barnes and resulted in an 11 week 
suspension. 

He was handed a massive 26 
week ban for eye gouging Wasps 
duo Jonny O’Connor and James 
Haskell in 2007 and in the season 
just gone was banned for three 
weeks for elbowing Leicester man 
Matt Smith. 

He denied, however, that the lat¬ 
est setback would signal the end of 
his international career. 

“There is absolutely no truth in 
the speculation I may quit inter¬ 
national rugby,” he told The Sun. 

“I feel I can still contribute and 
as long as Stuart Lancaster thinks 
that too, that’s all that matters. 

“I need to channel my hurt into 
training because, when the World 
Cup starts, I need to be in a good 
place fitness-wise in case of injuries. 

“But let me say straight away that 
I don’t want, or expect, any sym¬ 
pathy for my ban over the incident 
with Jamie George. I’ve got to 
accept it and move on.” 


Foyle plays a vital 
role as ex-Derby 
man Lelan signs 
on for Cobblers 


Cobblers head of recruitment Martin 
Foyle had a key role to play in bring¬ 
ing newly signed defender Josh Lelan 
to Sixfields. 

Foyle, a former manager at Port 
Vale, York City and Hereford United, 
came into his role at Northampton in 
February and with a busy summer of 
arrivals at the club already under¬ 
way is starting to leave his mark. 

His recommendation of Lelan, a 
former Derby County right-back, 
certainly seems to have impressed 
Cobblers boss Chris Wilder. 

“He comes highly recommended 
from our contacts,” said Wilder on 
the capture of the 20-year-old, who 
has signed a one year deal. 

“Martin Foyle has done a lot of work 
on this deal and we are pleased to 
welcome Josh to Sixfields.” 

Lelan was released by Derby, who 
earlier this month replaced boss 
Steve McClaren with former Real 
Madrid assistant Paul Clement, at 
the end of the season. 

After coming through the ranks at 
the Rams he never made a senior 
appearance at the iPro Stadium. 

“Josh is a right back who is mobile 
and athletic and he can fill in other 
positions as well,” said Wilder. 

“He has a good pedigree, he has had 
a good grounding with Derby and he 
has had loan spells at clubs who play 
a good footballing style. 

“He was close to Derby’s first team, 
but the change of management 
pushed him down the pecking order 
and he is keen to try and push his way 
into first team football. 

“In a way his background is similar 
to Lawson D’Ath, a youngster with a 
good grounding and a handful of 
games under his belt from a few loan 
spells, and like Lawson last year, he is 
joining us at a good age. He has 
impressed me when I have seen him 
and he conducts himself well.” 

Lelan joined the club on Tuesday 
and became Wilder’s second defen¬ 
sive addition in quick succession after 
released Preston North End left back 
David Buchanan arrived last week. 

“David is a determined and tena¬ 
cious full-back and we are delighted 
to have him on board,” said Wilder. 

Midfield duo Alfie Potter and Nicky 
Adams have also signed for the club 
this summer.

Northampton Town are clos¬ 
ing in on a new goalkeeper as 
Chris Wilder’s squad re-build 
continues apace. 

A first choice stopper is a top 
priority for the Cobblers boss 
after his decision to release 
veteran number one Matt Duke 
at the end of the season. 

Wilder said he could not 
guarantee the 37-year-old first 
team football and with Iraq 
born Shwan Jalal also not tied 
down after his short term con¬ 
tract expired, it left North¬ 
ampton without a senior goal¬ 
keeper on their books ahead of 
the new League Two campaign. 

That, though, looks set to 
change imminently and Wilder 
is also close to bagging a new 
central defender. 

“We are in talks with a num¬ 
ber of players at the moment,” 
he said. 

“We are down the line with 
talks with a goalkeeper and a 
central defender, and we are 
making progress in those 
talks.” 

Wilder has previously stated 
that he wants a younger first 
choice goalkeeper and that a 
loan from a Premier League or 
Championship club could be 
an option. 

The boss did take a look at 
Tottenham Hotspur product 


Jordan Archer during 2014/15 
but Duke eventually won the 
battle for the gloves. 

“Matt’s had a really good 
career but we’re going down 
the younger route,” Wilder said 
earlier this month. 

“A young goalkeeper on a sea¬ 
son long loan -1 know the club 
took that option a couple of 
years ago and had a lot of suc¬ 
cess with it. 

“We feel Matt wants to play 
first team football, he’s at a 
stage where he wants and 
needs regular first team foot¬ 
ball and I’ve had conversations 
with him regarding that and he 
feels he wants that. 

“Unfortunately I can’t guar¬ 
antee him that and he goes 
with our best wishes. 

“That was a real tough deci¬ 
sion, I’ve known Matt a long 
time and he’s done well this 
season for us, but it’s a longer 
term view with Matt that we’re 
taking.” 

Wilder highlighted the cases 
of Charlton Athletic’s Nick 
Pope and Fulham’s Marcus 
Bettinelli - who went to Bury 
and Accrington Stanley respec¬ 
tively- as good examples of the 
loan system working effective¬ 
ly for both higher and lower 
level clubs. 

Northampton also played 
Wigan’s Lee Nicholls in 
between the sticks for the 
entire 2012/13 campaign.
